On the basis of the figures 
we have, however, 1 would believe 
th a t the Pacific navy buy s about 
30 million dollars of w ar bonds 
each y ear through the allotm ent 
plan alone.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 — It 
was learned authoritatively today 
th a t Argentina has indicated to 
the United States and G reat B rit­ 
ain its intention to sever diplo­ 
matic relations with the Axis pow­ 
ers. 
Such action by A rgentina would 
represent one of the most im port­ 
ant Allied diplomatic victories of 
the war, since th at nation is the 
only country in the W estern Hem­ 
isphere which has y et to break re­ 
lations with the Axis. 
Assurances that it is preparing 
to sever diplomatic relationa with 
Germany and Japan are under­ 
stood to have been given by the , 
Argentine 
governm ent 
to

It is believed that the Argentine 
mHitwry regime was aware of the 
fact that ths United States and

BRITISH MICA TRUST 
1NGTON— Not long ago, the J us- 
™ lice department brought an anti-trust 
suit against two members of the British 
house of lords and one of Britain’s biggest 
companies, Imperial Chemical Industries. 
Now, the J ustice department is inv estigat­ 
ing another British group of companies in 
I connection with an alleged monopoly of a 
j v ital war material— mica. 
Most people don’t realize it, but today 
¡ mica probably is the most important single 
material of the entire war. Without it 
there would be no radar, no radio, no elec­ 
tric gun controls and no detectoij dev ices. 
Yet there are indications that the U. S. 
gov ernment has allowed itself to be re­ 
stricted in the production and importation 
of mica by a British trust. The trust has 
been operating right under the noses of 
American officials. 
What the J ustice department is inter­ 
ested in is why production of mica is low, 
and 
whether monopoly tactics are 
to 
blame. 
Toda\, despite the v ital role mica plays 
in the war, we are forced to use paper di­ 
electric dev ices as a substitute for mica. 
This is not satisfactory, and General Elec­ 
tric has spent $100,000 trying to find a 
better substitute, without success. 
In order to get out from under the 
British control of mica, the War Produc­ 
tion Board some time ago urged the pro­ 
duction of mica in the United States. To 
this end, J esse J ones set up a special sub­ 
sidiary of his Metals Reserv e** Company, 
called the Colonial Mica Corporation. 


A M A D T A X PAYER 
\TATL RALLY there is some excitement 
aroused by the action of a Connecticut 
“ woman industrialist” who balks on her 
income taxes. She is repotted to hav e said 
that instead of paying the taxes currently 
due, she was going to set the money aside 
for postwar reserv es. 
The resulting comment at W ashington 
has surprised and rather scared this inde­ 
pendent lady. She holds her ground, how­ 
ev er, with this statement: 
' 
‘‘I will welcome an inv estigation by the 
Department of J ustice. And while they are 
about it, why don’t they inv estigate the 
iantastic, distorted tax laws of this country, 
which no one can understand, and whjch 
will ultimately bankrupt not only all bus­ 
iness but the whole country.” 
It may be assumed that the lady cap­ 
italist will hav e to pay her taxes anyway, 
just like the rest of us. Uncle Sam is hard- 
boiled about such matters, and needs the 
money. But in her kick about the needless 
complication ol the tax laws, the nation is 
with her. It’s hard enough to pay the in­ 
come taxes, without hav ing people lose 
their minds about it. 


BRITISH CONNECTIONS 
Howev er, it doesn’t look as if he had 
done much about escaping the British con­ 
trol. The J ustice department finds that the 
man J ones has placed in charge is George 
A. Purcell, w ho in priv ate life used to head 
a mica company known as Colonial Mica 
Company. Now he is running, for J esse 
J ones, the 
Colonial 
Mica 
Corporation. 
Furthermore, it is considered significant 
that Purcell was recommended for this 
J esse J ones job by Howard C\ Sykes, who 
is intimately connected with the British 
mica interests, and heads one company af­ 
filiated with the British group. 
Significant also is the fact that Purcell 
is a neighbor of another big British mica 
official. Purcell liv es at 21 Collins Av e., 
Bloomfield, N. J ., next door to J . P. French, 
v ice president of Eugene Munsell & Com­ 
pany, which is part of the British trust. 
(Sykes, who put Purcell in his job, is con­ 
nected with Munsell & Company). Thus, 
Purcell, who runs U. S. mica operations for 
J esse J ones, could lean out of his window 
and discuss mica prices and production 
with his next door neighbor, an official of 
the British group. 
One thing the J ustice department is in- 
terested in. in addition to the urgent war 
needs oi mica, is domestic production after 
the war. The British trust long has built up 
the myth that its mica (obtained from In­ 
dia) is the world’s best, just as the British 
formerly sold the idea that Sheffield was 
the world’s best quality of cutlery steel. 
Howev er, the Bureau of Standards, 
after testing samples from v arious parts of 
the world, has failed to find any differ-

DIET AND HEALTH 
Se a so n Du e For 
Wh o o p in g Co u g h 


By LOGAN CLEN D EM NG . M. D. 


THE SEASON for whooping 
roug h is at hand. It beg ins in the 
Northern States in January and 
February. In the Southern States 
the peak of incidence is in May. 


Dr. Clendening will answ er 
q uestions of g eneral interest 
only, and then only throug h 
his column. 


And the season for this disease 
lasts a long time, running into the 
summ er months. Indeed in epi­ 
demics many new cases occur in 
the early summ er months. 
Inexperienced parents are likely 
to reg ard it as a mild childhood 
disease. But it is far from that. 
The little patients may become 
very sick. Complications, such as 
pneumonia, make it very’ dang er­ 
ous. So precautions and proper 
treatm ent are always in order. 
The prevention of 
whooping 
coug h by the use of pertussis vac­ 
cine is fairly, althoug h not uni­ 
versally, successful. The vaccine 
should be g iven between the ag es 
of six and twelve months. A vac­ 
cine and an antig en are also used 
in the treatm ent, but not with any 
g reat m easure of success. 


Use of Adrensl Cortex 
A new treatm ent which will be 
somewhat surprising to most doc­ 
tors if the use of adrenal cortex. 
At least it is surprising to me, and 
I don’t see how anyone thoug ht of 
it. B ut it has a g ood theoretical 
basis I adm it now th at it has been 
explained to me. 
N ot the least dang erous of the 
symptoms of whooping coug h ia 
the vomiting . This comes at the 
end of prolong ed coug hing fits and 
is simply a reflex due to g ug g ing . 
It is very depleting and espe­ 
cially because it causes a g reat 
loss of chlorides from the body. 
This may be the cause of the slow 
development of immunity in the 
disease, for notoriously it is of 
long duration, and may last sev­ 
eral m onths. The adrenal cortex 
helps to fix chloride in the body. 
T hat is the theoretical bash for its 
use, and, as I say, it seem* to me 
sound. 


At least it works in practice. 
Studying over three hundred cases 
of 
whooping coug h, Dr. Lewis 
Jacobs g ave ov er a hundred of 
them no specific treatm ent at alL 
These were the controls. In these 
the coug hing larted for 10 weeks, 
the whooping for five weeks and 
the vomiting three and a half 
weeks. 
O iher g roups were f¡te n anti­ 
g en and other pertussis vaccine 
with hardly any improvement in 
the duration of these symptoms 
over the controls. 
The g roup to whom adrenal cor­ 
tex was g iven showed th at coug h­ 
ing lasted a t most four and a half 
weeks 
fas 
contrasted 
with 
10 
wot ks 
for 
the 
controls), 
the 
whooping 
lasted 
two to three 
weeks (controls five« weeks), and 
the vomiting one to two weeks 
(controls three and a half weeks). 
Old fashioned treatm ents should 
not be abandon' d while g iving this 
new remedy. The standby is a 
snug abdominal binder to g ive the 
whooper 
something 
to 
coug h 
ag ainst. Fresh air and small feed­ 
ing s rather than larg e are also 
helpful.

K .W .S.: — How often should a 
person with a rheumatic heart and 
m itral stenosis be checked up by 
a doctor? 
A nsw er: — In my opinion, only 
when symptoms appear — the im­ 
p o rtant symptom being shortness 
of breath on very slig ht exertion. 
I do not think these people should 
be reminded that they are invalids.

Season Due For 
W hooping Cough

THE SEASON for whooping 
cough is at hand. It begins in the 
Northern States in January and 
February. In the Southern State* 
the peak of incidence is in May. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


And the season for this disease 
lasts a long time, running into thc 
summer months. Indeed in epi­ 
demics many new cases occur in 
the early summer month*. 
Inexperienced parents are likely 
to regard it as a mild childhood 
disease. But it is far from that. 
The little patient* may become 
eery sick. Complications, such aa 
pneumonia, make it very danger­ 
ous. So precautions and proper 
treatment are always in order. 
The prevention of whooping 
cough by the use of pertussis vac­ 
cine is fairly, although not uni­ 
versally, successful. The vaccine 
should be given between the ages 
of six and twelve months. A vac­ 
cine and an antigen are also used 
in the treatment, but not with any 
great measure of success. 


lf ae of Adrenal Cortex 
A new treatment which will be 
somewhat surprising to most doc­ 
tors if the use of adrenal cortex. 
At least it is surprising to me, and 
I don't see how anyone thought of 
it. But it has a good theoretical 
basis I admit now that it has been 
explained lo me. 
Not the least dangerous of the 
symptoms of whooping eough ie 
the vomiting. This comes at the 
end of prolonged coughing fit* and 
is simply a reflex due to gagging. 
It is very depleting and espe­ 
cially because it causes a great 
loss of chlorides from the body. 
This may be the cause of the slow 
development of immunity in the 
disease, for notoriously it is of 
long duration, and may last sev­ 
eral months. The adrenal cortex 
helps to Ax chloride in the boily. 
That is the theoretical basis for its 
use, and, as I say, it seems to me 
sound. 


At least it worka in practice. 
Studying over three hundred case* 
of whooping eough, Dr. Lewis 
Jacobs gave over a hundred of 
them no specific treatm ent at alL 
These were the controls. In these 
the coughing lasted for IO weeks, 
the whooping for five week* and 
the vomiting three and a half 
weeks. 
Other groups were given anti­ 
gen and other pertussis vaccine 
with hardly any improvement in 
the duration of these symptoms 
over the controls. 
The group to whom adrenal cor­ 
tex was given showed that cough­ 
ing lasted at most four and a half 
weeks 
(as contrasted with

weeks * controls five, weeks), and 
the vomiting one to two weeks 
(controls three and a half weeks). 
Old fashioned treatments should 
not be abandon'd while giving this 
new remedy.

Fresh air and small feed­ 
ing* rather than large are also 
helpful.

and munitions. Michael Borodin, a 
Bolshevik of the Leninist School, 
was entrusted with the Chinese 
Mission in 1923. Chiang Kai-shek 
chairman of the atandmg com m u­ 
t e of the Kuon.intang, National 
Peoples Party, assum ed the office 
of commander-in-chief of the N a­ 
tionalist party at Sun Vat Sen a 
death. He captured much territory 
in China, made China Into a coun­ 
t y for a short time, then the years 
of the Civil War began. 
By the Spring of 1927, Commu­ 
nism had made great progress and 
during the year Communists led a 
brutal attack on the foreigners at 
i n k i n g and aeveral of them lost 
their lives, many more were wound­ 
ed. 
Shortly before this. Chiang 
Kai-shek had split with the Kuo- 
m intang radicals. Now he turned
